FLYING DISK REPORT 
BY 4TH AIR FORCE 
—NO SUCH THINGS 


‘Not Sufficient Evidence; Will 


Pursue Investigation 
No Further.’ 


SAN RAFAEL, Calif., Aug. 9 
(UP)—The Fourth Air Force's 
long-heralded “report on the fly- 
ing saucers” came out today. It 
said there were no such things. 

Said a report from It. Col. 
Donald L. Springer, intelligence 
officer and assistant chief of staff 
of the command: 

“There is not sufficient evidence 
nor testimony available to con- 
clude whether the reports of the 
so-called flying disks in the Ta- 
coma (Wash.) area or any other 
area have any basis of fact. In 
view of this, Fourth Air Forces 
will pursue this particular investi- 
gation no further.” 

Springer brought back from his 
investigation of the Tacoma area 
some fragments resembling mol- 
ten metal, found on Maury Island 
beach. 

“Similar material appears in 
great quantity in that area and 
in other Tacoma areas,” he said, 
referring to reports that the fused 
rocks were remnants of “flying 
disks.” 

He said there was no trace of 
a box of similar material reported 
to have been aboard a plane that 
crashed near Kelso, Wash., killing 
two officers also investigating 
“disk” reports, 


CORN FUTURES PRICES HIGHEST 
IN 99 YEARS; $2.38 3-4 CLOSE 


CHICAGO, Aug. 9 (AP) — Corn 
soared to new records on the 
Board of Trade today in response 
to continued hot, dry weather over 
the main crop belt in the midwest. 

Corn for delivery in September 
advanced 8 cents, the limit per- 
mitted in a single session, to close 
at a new peak of $2.38% for any 
corn future in 99 years. Cash corn 
broke its previous record by sell- 
ing as high as $2.48. 

Cash corn brought a higher 
price than cash wheat for the sec- 
ond consecutive day. This un- 
usual price relationship has not 
existed here since July 1937.

ON VETO, OTHER 
ATOMIC ISSUES 
PUT TO MOSCOW 


U.N. Delegation Submits 
Questions Through Gro- 
myko, Makes Clear It 
Expects Replies From 
the Top Level. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Aug. 9 
(AP) — A series of British ques- 
tions for Moscow concerning So- 
viet views on atomic control in- 
jected new life into the atomic 
negotiations which have been 
stymied by persistent United 


States-Russian disagreements. 

The British delegation to the 
United Nations Atomic Energy 
Commission announced last night 
that it was submitting promptly 
to Andrei A. Gromyko, Soviet dele- 
gate, some quegtions which had 
been drawn up in London. They 
also will be given to other dele- 
gates before being made public. 

The British said they were 
ready to wait a long time for the 
replies. The questions presumably 
were drafted at top level in Lon- 
don and the British made it clear 
they expected replies from the top 
level in Moscow. They were said 
to deal with the veto, inspection, 
and control procedures. 

Disagreement Over Control. 

The Atomic Energy Commission 
is working on its second report to 
the U.N. Security Counsel, which 
must be submitted before the Gen- 
eral Assembly meets Sept. 16. 

The United States, backed by 
nine other members of the 12-na- 
tion commission, and Russia, 
backed only by Poland, have just 
finished tearing apart each other's 
ideas on an atomic control com- 
mission, : 

Wednesday the United States 
turned down a Russian paper on 
the control commission as “inade- 
quate” and “wholly inacceptable.” 
Yesterday Russia asked “why?” 
and said that any plan based on 
the American proposals would not 
be acceptable to the Soviet Un- 
ion. The delegates will continue 
expressing their views at a .meet- 
ing of the political committee of 
the commission Monday. 

Russia and the majority of the 
commission have not agreed on 
the fundamental points of the veto 
on punishments for atomic viola- 
tors, on international inspection 
and how far it should go, or on 
ownership, management and 
licensing of all atomic matters by 
an international control agency. 

Reported British Questions. 

The British questions to Mos- 
cow were understood to deal with 
these points: 

1. Does Russia believe that

Denial of access to the union 
financial files, Schwellenbach said 
at a press conference, is based on 
his decision that in framing the 
act Congress did not intend for 
the information to be made pub- 
lic. 

He said, however, any member 
of a union who comes to the de- 
partment in person will be shown 
the information filed by both his 
local and international unlons. 
Unions which want to use the 
machinery of the National Labor 
Relations Board must file with 
the Department of Labor infor- 


aries, dues, initiation fees, etc. 
However, many:unions have an- 
nounced they will not deal with 
the NLRB; in such a course they 
will not have to file the financial 
information. 

Major Jobs Filled. 

The Government has about com- 
pleted the job of lining up its top 
labor officials for the uncertain 
new era ahead. 

Five major federal labor ap- 
pointments have been announced 
in little more than a week: 

1, David A. Morse to be Under 
Secretary of Labor. Schwellen- 
bach disclosed this selection 
yesterday, saying President Tru- 
man would make the appoint- 
ment shortly. Morse will suc- 
ceed Keen Johnson, resigned. 

2. Cyrus 8. Ching to be direc- 
tor of the new and independent 
Federal Mediation and Concilia- 
tion Service, 

3. Robert N. Denham to fill 
the powerful job of general 
counsel of the NLRB. 

4. Abe Murdock and J. Cope- 
land Gray to be new members 
of the NLRB. 

Morse's appointment is the only 
one not growing out of the Taft- 
Hartley Act. But as the executive

Part of ‘Red Tide’ of Dead Fish 
Swept Up on Florida Gulf Shore 


CLEARWATER, Fila. Aug. 9 
(AP)—The vagaries of wind and 
water have swept portions of the 
mysterious “red tide,” laden with 
dead fish, against Florida’s gulf 
shores and prompted a Chamber 
of Commerce official to revive the 
charge that the fish destruction 
has resulted from the Army's 
dumping of poison gas. 

The main body of dead fish ap- 
parently has passed into the gulf, 
but brisk winds and rain have 
broken off patches of the col- 
lection and sent them ashore, 

While Sanitary Department em- 
ployes worked to clear the beaches 
near here, Executive Secretary 
Paul Ficht of the Chamber of 
Commerce here said yesterday a 
chemical analysis of the dead fish 
showed traces of arsenic “and it 
is our understanding that Lewis- 
ite gas has a heavy base of ar- 
senic.” , 

Ficht called on Government 
agencies to end the “whitewash” 
of how the chemicals came to be 
present in the gulf. 

He said gulf beaches had been 
“damaged by thousands of dbdilars 
as a result of all these dead fish, 
not to mention all the adverse 
publicity it has caused.” He said 
many summer tourists, hearing 
about the rancid fish, had “can- 
celed their Gulf Coast vacations.” 

He demanded that Government 
agencies give the “correct an- 
swer” as to what is causing the 
fish to die. 8 

Earlier, the War Department’s 
Maj. D. A. McGuire, a press offi- 
cer, in Washington, asserted that

Fred Bellinger of 
Atlanta, said tons of gas, either 
mustard or Lewisite, would have 
to be dropped to have caused the 
fish damage reported. 

Dr. F. G. Walton Smith, direc- 
tor of the University of Miami's 
marine laboratory, discounted the 
poison gas theory also. 

He agreed that arsenic was 
present, but said it was in very 
small amounts and attributed the 
fish deaths and the tide to a tiny 
marine: organism,.. gymnodinium 
brevis. (Earlier dispatches have 
identified the microorganism as 
dinoflagellate.) 

“It is unlikely;” said Dr. Smith, 
“tha® dumped poison gas has 
anything to do with the plague 
which caused catastrophic deaths 
among marine life in gulf wa- 
ters. In every case investigated, 
gymnodinium brevis has been 
present in enormous quantities— 
millions of organisms to each 
quart of sea Water. 

“Gymnodinium,” Dr. Smith said, 
“belongs to a group of organisms 
well known for their poisonous 
tendencies.” 

The Miami scientist said also 
that similar “red tides” had been 
noted off California, India, Africa, 
Europe, Australia and Japan. He 
said they had been reported in 
Florida in 1916 and seven times

Negro student last year and there 
will be at least three other Negro

9 (AP)—Flames from four flame- 
throwers bgought here from Fort 
Slocum at New Rochelle, N. T., 
scorched an old stone wall here 
yesterday in search of a snake, 
but witnesses said not even a field 
mouse was routed from the wall.

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Michi- 


gan, chairman of a subcommittee 
inquiring into $40,000,000 in war- 
time plane contracts obtained by 
Howard Hughes, gaveled down an 
attempt by Fulton to make a 
statement. 

Fulton, who served the commit- 
tee as counsel when President Tru- 
man, then a Senator, was its chair- 
man, shouted that he would “take 
my case to the press.” 

Dangerous for Brewster. 

At a press conference this after- 
noon, Fulton said he could not 
have been called as a witness in 
the investigation “without endan- 
gering” Senator Brewster. 

He declared that he would have 
supported Hughes’s contention 
that, while the investigation of 
his plane contracts was in prog- 
ress, Brewster tried to “sell” him 
on a community airline bill and 
on an airline merger. 

Hughes has charged that Brew- 
ster offered to call off the investi- 
gation if Hughes would consent to 
a merger of his Trans-World Air- 
lines with Pan American Airways. 

Fulton said he knows nothing 
about such offer, but he declared: 

“Brewster was utterly unable to 
take issue with the fundamental 
charge of Hughes that while 
Brewster was chairman of a com- 
mittee investigating Hughes, and 
had occasion to meet Hughes only 
in connection with that investiga- 
tion, Brewster had used that op- 
portunity: 

“1. To obtain free transporta- 
tion, and 

“2. To attempt ot sell Hughes 
on a program to which he was 
known to be bitterly and publicly 
opposed.” 

Brewster's Charges. 

Brewster produced before the 
committee this week a memoran- 
dum of George Meader, former 
committee counsel, saying that 
Fulton had approached him and 
attempted to have the investiga- 
tion of Hughes’s contracts limited 
to the “technical” aspects of the 
case, 

The memorandum said that Ful- 
ton advised Meader against mak- 
ing any recommendation to the 
committee, but leave solely to 
Brewster the decision whether the 
group would go ahead with the 
inquiry into Hughes's activities. 

Suggestions that Fulton be 
called as a witness were dropped 
when Brewster and Hughes 
agreed to halt their running argu- 
ment before the committee. 

Resuming his testimony, Hughes 
asserted that “bad feeling” on the 
part of Army officers prevented 
him from getting wartime con- 
tracts for the production of pur- 
suit planes “faster than any the 
Army or Navy had.” 

He testified that he decided on 
entertainment for Army officers 
and other important Government 
officials after he learned they had 
a “hatred” for him as “beink 
stuck up.” 

The subcommittee has been told 
by John W. Meyer, Hughes's pub- 
licist, that Meyer spent the 3164. 
000 in entertaining wartime of- 
ficials, including Elliott Roose 
velt. 

Ferguson demanded that 
Hughes identify by names these 
officials. 

When Hughes said he could not 
do so immediately, Ferguson re- 
cessed the hearing until Monday. 

After Hughes spoke of “hatred” 
by Army officers who were in 
charge of air force procurement 
during the war at Wright Field 
near Dayton, O., Ferguson asked 
if Hughes was including Gen. H. 
H. Arnold, wartime head of the 
air forces in the group of of- 
ficers who would not deal with 
him. 

“No,” Hughes replied quickly. 
J consider Gen. Arnold one of 
the most honorable men in the 
Army.” 

Earlier, Hughes testified that 
at one time Gen, Arnold, then 
chief of the air corps, went to 
California and tried to get in to 
see Hughes’s new plane. Because 
he had left orders that no one 
should see it, the builder said 
Arnold was denied admission.

American public,” Cheever Cowdin 
of Universal] Films, Inc., said, at a 
press conference. 

“How do you think your people 
would feel if we in the United 
States were to confiscate 75 per 
cent of your property?” 


Banner headlines in the British 
press informed the people they 
would be deprived of Hollywood 
movies, one ot their chief forms 
of escape from the troubles of 
austerity-ridden Britain. 

Big Play on Export Bar. 

All other news was subordinated 
to news that the Motion Picture 
Export Association in the United 
States had prohibited film ship- 
ments to Britain because of the 
newly-enacted British import tax, 
About 80 per cent of the playing 
time of the British movie thea- 
ters is taken up with foreign films, 
mostly from the United States, 
and theater operators were pre- 
dicting that many would have to 
close down. 


Cowdin said the tax “strikes at 
the very roots of trading between 
Britain and America.” 

“We cannot help asking if it 16 
not something which is going to 
cause a lot of harm and disunity 
between our two great countries,” 
he said. 


Cowdin is chairman of the board 
of Universal and has close trade 
ties with the J. Arthur Rank Or- 
ganization, Britain’s largest movie 
firm. Rank himself said the 
American bar was no surprise. 

“Of course, we expected some- 
thing like this,” he commented. 


Trying to Save Dollars. 
This tax was part of a drive 
to save Britain’s borrowed dollars, 
badly needed to buy food and raw 
materials abroad, and build up its 
exports to get more dollars. 


In another phase of the same 
“campaign, the Labor Government 
yesterday pushed through the 
House of Commons on second 
reading an emergency bill to 
‘broaden Government powers over 
labor and management. The vote 
was not recorded, 


Commons voted down, 251 to 
148, a motion to reject the bill, 
Winston Churchill, wartime Con- 
servative Prime Minister, who 
made the motion, called the meas- 
ure a “blank check for totalitarian 
government.” 


Still before 33 for debate 
Monday werfe eight Churchill 
amendments to remove the key 
‘clause in the bill and limit the 
Government's authority. Parlia- 
ment expected to complete action 
on theemeasure next Wednesday. 

Some Britons, already short on 
food, beer and other consumers’ 
goods, were irate to hear that they 
were to be deprived altogether of 
Hollywood films. 


“The Last Straw.” 


"This is the last straw!” said an 
electrical engineer's wife. “Going 
to the filme is the only recreation 
I have—and if they take away 
American films ... well, I'm patri- 
otic and all that, but there's no- 
body like Clark Gable in British 
pictures.” 

On the other hand, some critics, 
who atcuse Hollywood of “slick- 
ness,” and some parents and 
teachers, who charge United States 
films with promoting juvenile de- 
Unquency and poor English, were 
happy over the bar.

HOLLYWOOD TALKS

Asserting that he had “put the 
sweat of my life” into building the 
flying boat, Hughes said that “this 
plane crossed a barrier in size— 
the control system can no longer 
be operated by man, even in an 
emergency.” 

Zeros Were Copies of His Plane. 

Hughes testified that the Zero— 
one of the most effective Japanese 
planes in the recent war.— was 
“copied” from a speedy monoplane 
Hughes designed and flew several 
years ago 

a long recital of his 27 years’ 
experience in aviation, he said it 
was “more han a coincidence” 
that his company and Lockheed 
Aircraft Corporation submitted 
practically the same design for a 
twin-engine interceptor plane.

the Army with all of its planes 
eight years to break it.” 

Because of rebuffs at the 
Army’s hands, Hughes said, “I 
went back into my shell and de- 
cided to design and build with 
my own money a plane that 
would be so sensational the Army 
would have to accept it.” 

This plane, he said, was the 
D-2, forerunner of the F-11 photo- 
reconnaissance plane of which 
100 finally were ordered by the 
Government on Elliott oose- 
velt's recommendation after 
other air force experts had re- 
jected it. The original $50,000,- 
000 contract later was changed to 
call for two planes at $22,000,000. 
Ferguson asked when the size 
of the flying boat was changed 
from 100 to 200 tons. Hughes 
said he did not remember. 
Ferguson asked whether he had 
conferred with the RFC and the 
Defense Plants Corp. about the 
change in size. 

Hughes said he probably had 
talked with their representatives. 
He said he did not believe he had 
any written approval of the 
change, but added that “the fact 
that the change was well known“ 
to Government agenctes before it 
was made indicates they did not 
disapprove. 

Ferguson inquired whether the 
Army and Navy had approved the 
design changes, and Hughes said 
he didn’t think so. 

Ferguson asked whether Meyer, 
Hughes’s publicity man, had a 
hand in obtaining the contract. 
“You have the records, Senator,” 
Hughes replied, “you know wheth- 
er he was working for me then,” 
Ferguson pressed for a reply. 
“I don’t remember whether he 
was working for me then,” Hughes 
said. “I should say further that 
I don’t recall his working on the 
cargo plane contract.” 

Meyer is being sought by the 
committee for further testifying. 
William Rogers, chief committee 
counsel, told a reporter that so 
far as he knows a new subpena 
issued for Meyer yesterday has 
not been served.

SUGAR QUOTA BILL 
SIGNED, MARSHALL 
MOLLIFIES CUBA 


State Department Writes 
Interpret ation —. Ha- 
vana to Attend Confer- 
ence at Rio. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP)— 
Legislation to fix quotas for for- 
eign countries supplying sugar to 
the United States in times of sur- 
plus was signed by President Tru- 
man yesterday with a State Le- 
partment interpretation apparent- 
ly satisfying Cuban protests. 

The interpretation by Secretary 
of State Marshall said the law 
should not be viewed as “an eco- 
nomic threat to sugar supplying 
natioris of this hemisphere” nor 
as an “unfriendly act.” 

Marshall took note of fears that 
one section carries such a threat. 
This section says that if any for- 
eign country is found to be deny- 
ing fair and equitable treatment 
to United States nationals, the 
Secretary of State shall have au- 
thority to reduce its quotas. 

This section had been viewed as 
aimed at Cuba, which reportedly 
owes United States citizens about 
$8,000,000. The Cuban Government 
protested against the clause while 
it was pending in Congress. 

Cuba then announced an inten- 
tion to stay away from the forth- 
coming Inter-American Confer- 
ence at Rio de Janeiro. It pro- 
tested that the United States had 
violated inter- American agree- 
ments against single-handed ac- 
tion any western hemisphere 
nation in differences between it 
and another. 

However, Marshall explained 
that no such lone-handed, or un- 
lateral, action was intended. He 
said provisions. of the questioned 
section “do not refer to basic 
quotas, but rather give discretion 
to withhold an increase in he 
quotas under certain conditions.” 

“It is quite incorrect to inter- 
pret this section as involving an 
unfriendly act. It is not intended 
to substitute or replace the or- 
derly processes of settling differ- 
ences, including international ar- 
bitration,” he wrote. 

Cuban Ambassador Guillermo 
Belt then told a reporter Presi- 
dent Grau San Martin had ac- 
cepted Marshall's explanation and 
“we will go to Rio,”

SYSTEM IN REICH 


Official Tells Germans 
Economy of Small Busi- 
nesses Like That in U.S, 
Is Planned. 


BERLIN, Aug. 9 (AP)—The 
American Military Government in- 
tends to give Germany a decen- 
tralized economy—consisting main- 
ly of small, unregimented busi- 
nesses—like that which has made 
the United States the most pro- 
ductive country in the world, 
Lloyd V. Steere, acting director of 
the United States Office of Po- 
litical Affairs, told the German 
people in a radio broadcast last 
night. 

Steere’s speech apparently was 
prepared in accordance with that 
section of Washingtan’s new di- 
rective to Gen, .Lucius D. Clay, 
the American military governor, 
which states: : 

“It is your duty to give the Ger- 
man people an opportunity to learn 


of free enterprise, while refrain- 
ing from interfering in the ques- 
tion of public ownership of enter- 
prices in Germany, except to in- 
sure that any choice for or against 
public ownership is made freely 
through normal processes of dem- 
ocratic government.” 

The Russians have been active- 
ly pushing socialization in their 
occupation zone and the British 
stanchly advocating it. 

Steere Tells of U.S. System. 

Steere told the Germans that 
one of the most important single 
factors responsible for the United 
States’s productivity was its 31 
400,000 small businesses which 
3 under a competitive sys- 
em. 

“If we can lay the foundations 
for economic democracy in Ger- 
many in which small business es- 
tablishments can compete and 
flourish, free from restraints and 
regimentation imposed by govern- 
ments, cartels or political parties, 
Germany will benefit tremendous- 
ly through an increased standard 
of living and through the impetus 
and stabilities which this environ- 
ment will give to a truly political 
democratic society,” Steere added. 

Defining a small business as one 
having fewer than 50 people work- 
ing for it, he said that these made 
up 98 per cent of all American 
business firms. 

Benefits of High Output. 

Steere asserted that under a 
competitive system all elements of 
the population benefit from effi- 
cient production and the higher 
standard of living. He said that 
other countries of the world were 
also benefitting today from the 
amazirigly high American output 
of farm and factory products. 
The efforts of the American 
Military Government to break up 


Germany, he said, to decentralize 
the German banking system and 
to give more economic and polit- 
ical responsibilities to the laender 
(states), the communities and the 
people, is aimed at giving Ger- 
many this same type of economic 
environment.

Pick Says It. Ia Hoped to 


Have Unified Program 
Ready to Present to 
Next Session of Con- 
gress.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 9 — 
Plans to accelerate the survey of 
the Osage river basin in Missouri, 
as the first step in developing a co- 
ordinated flood control and soil 
conservation program in this 
state, were made yesterday at a 


conference of co-operating federal 
and state agencies. 


Brig. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, Army 
division engineer and co-author of 
the Pick-Sloan plan for Missouri 
river basin development, said it 
was hoped that a survey would be 
completed and an unified and co- 
ordinated” plan for the Osage be 
ready for presentation at the next 
session of Congress. 

It developed from the confer- 
ence, called by Gov. Donnelly, that 
although the state is making sur- 
veys of general flood control and 
soil conservation needs throughout 
Missouri, the work in conjunction 
with the federal agencies would 
be directed primarily to the Osage 
basin at first. It was indicated 
similar work would be done on 
other tributaries later. 

Reports on preliminary survey 
work were submitted at the meet- 
ing, which was executive. The new 
studies arg being made in accord- 
ance with an agreement reached 
at a similar conference last Febru- 
ary, under which the Pick-Sloan 
plan is being re-examined as it ap- 
plies to Missouri. Gov. Donnelly 
had insisted that flood control 
work be co-ordinated with pro- 
grams to reduce soil erosion and 
water runoff. 

“Splendid Progress.” 

Gen. Pick, as general spokesman 
for the conference, declared at the 
conclusion of the meeting that re- 
ports from participating state and 
federal agencies showed “splendid 
progress” in flood control and soll 
conservation survey. 

“It has been determined, how- 
ever, that, in some instances, the 
work has not gone as rapidly as 
hoped for, but in each instance 
this was occasioned by a lack of 
federal funds,” Gen. Pick as 
serted, 

“This picture has now changed. 
We believe sufficient funds are 
now immediately available for 
completing this survey work. It 
will allow an increase in person- 
nel, and we hope to have a report 
prepared in time to submit it to 
the next session of Congress. 

He added that the primary con- 
cern of the meeting was to “sim- 
plify and perfect our co-ordinated 
and integrated efforts to elim- 
inate floods and to conserve soil 
in the Osage river valley, and I 
am personally gratified at the re- 
sults.” 

In Joint Program. 

Gen. Pick also said that this is 
the first time, to his knowledge, 
that federal and state agencies 
had entered into a joint program 
of this type of work on such a 
broad scale. 

He estimated the cost of the 
survey at about $250,000 in state 
and federal funds. The larger 
part, which he said he could not 
estimate, will come out of fed- 
eral appropriations. John Short, 
water engineer for the state De- 
partment of Resources and De- 
velopment, pointed out $30,000 
had been appropriated for the 
survey by the Legislature. Other 
state funds will be available for 
the work, he added. 

Gladwin E. Young, of Lincoln, 
Nebr., representing the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
announced that four men from 
the department's Soil Conserva- 
tion Service would begin Monday 
to ald in the Osage survey. They 
will report to Columbia to Dean 
K. A. Trowbridge of the College 
of Agriculture, University of Mis- 
eouri, and to Dr. W. C. Etheridge, 
professor of field crops, who aré 
assisting in the survey work for 
the state. Both attended the con- 
ference. 

Young asserted the Secretary of 
Agriculture had the authority to 
make flood control surveys to aid 
in the protection of agricultural 
watersheds, and that increase 
appropriation for this work would 
permit the department to assign 
four men for the Osage basin 
work. A preliminary survey of 
the area indicated the department 
was justified in assisting the 
project, he said. 

The department, he added, is in- 
terested in effecting water retar- 
dation under proper land uses, 
nuch as terracing, strip cropping 
and diverting the use of steep 
crop lands to grazing or foresta- 
tion. This program, he added, is 
not a substitute but an adjunct 
to levees and impounding reser-

‘FIRE-RESISTANT’ 
PAINT FLAMES UP 
IN SPONSOR'S FACE 


Does Its Job at First, Then 
Fails—It’s a ‘Good Idea,’ 
Though. 


City safety officials who wit- 
nessed a demonstration yesterday- 
of a new “fire-resistant” paint 
were impressed at first. Later, 
they were convinced that more 
experimentation must be done on 
the material. 

After watching ah apparently 
successful demonstration of the

—were sympathetic. 

The Fire Chief said later: “Fire- 
resistant paint is a good idea.

BARKING OF DOG SAVES 
THREE IN FIRE IN RESIDENCE 


The three members of the fam- 
ily of W. E. Page, 3505A North 
Jefferson avenue, fled uninjured 
from the building early today 
after fire broke out in the base- 
ment. They were awakened by 
their '2-year-old English bulldog. 
Page told the Post-Dispatch that 
“if it hadn’t been for the dog we 
never would have gotten out.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Page and their 
son, Robert, were asleep on the 
second floor when the fire started 
in the basement of a drug store 
which Page owns, The dog ran 
through the house, barking’ loud- 
ly, as clouds of smoke seeped up 
from the basement.

Landlord in Audience 
Says, ‘I’m for It’ — 
Housing Situation Mak- 
ing Communists, Mag- 
istrate Asserts, 


A resolution indorsing the fight 
of Alderman Alfred I. Harris for 
a city rent-control ordinance to 
prevent gouging by landlords was 
adopted with a resounding unani- 


mous vote last night at a meeting 
in Capstick Hall, 5815 Easton ave- 
nue. Alderman Harris, Magistrate 
J. Glennon McKenna And State 
Senator Joseph Wynne Murphy ad- 
dressed the meeting. 

Prior to taking the vote on the 
resolution, a man in the audience 
rose and said: “I happen to be 
a landlord and I favor the motion 
just the same.” The meeting was 
sponsored by the Twenty-second 
Ward Democratic Committee. 

In his address Alderman: Harris 
said there was an issue of demo- 
cratic principle concerned in the 
campaign for city rent ‘control. 
“When we come to grips with a 
lobby that is thwarting the will of 
827,000 people in the city of St. 
Louis, we must do something to 
show that we the people still rule,” 
he said, 

Mayor as “Supreme Court.” 

Federal and ‘state legislative 
bodies have falled to protect the 
rights of citizens to have shelter, 
Harris said, because of this potent 


mann has set himself up as “the 
Supreme Court of the city and 
state” in refusing to act favorably 
on rent controls. The Mayor re- 
fused to call a special meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen to con- 
sider a rent control ordinance 
after City Counselor George IL. 
Stemmler held that the city does 
not have the constitutional au- 
thority to enact such an ordi- 
nance, : 

Harris said that, since there 
was a question of. constitutional- 
ity, the rent control bill should be 
debated in the Board of Aldermen 
and in committee. “It should be 
subject to the most careful scru- 
tiny by authorities on constitu- 
tional law,” he said, 

He repeated his opposition to 
the campaign to obtain a petition 
for referendum vote by the people 
on rent control, He said such an 
ordinance would be required by law 
to go on the ballot in exactly the 
form in which it appears on the 
petitions and that it could not be 
amended. 

The St. Louls chapter of the 
Progressive Citizens of America is 
conducting a campaign for an in- 
itiative vote on the question. Their 
aim is to obtain 40,000 signatures 
on a petition, and booths have 
been set up at various places 
throughout the city. 

Explains Eviction Procedure. 

Magistrate McKenna explained 
the procedure in eviction cases in 
his court. He urged that tenants 
become familiar with the new fed- 
eral rent control regulations, list- 
ing the grounds for eviction, 80 
that they do not surrender their 
rights. 

Some landlords, he said, evoke 
the nuisance clause in the federal 
regulations in the hope of evicting 
tenants. Among those who do this 
was a landlord who interpreted a 
nuisance “as a child in the fam- 
ily.” Only about a tenth of the 
suits brought on nuisance grounds 
are settled in favor of the land- 
lords, he said. 

Under the provision permitting 
eviction for the purpose of remod- 
eling, McKenna said: “I cannot al- 
low a real estate speculator to 
profit by remodeling his house and 
inflicting hardship on the families 
evicted.” 

“We are making Communists in 
this housing situation,” McKenna 
said, “and it is up to the courts 
and to the American people to 
understand and to explain to those 
who don't understand that an 
emergency in housing exists.” 

Senator Murphy spoke briefly, 
questioning the reliability of the 
opinion of City Counselor Stemm- 
ler on the constitutionality of a 
city rent control ordinance. 

Meanwhile, G. C. Vandover, area 
rent director in the Office of 
Housing Expediter here, an- 
nounced that landlords will have 
until Aug. 30 to file applications 
to decontrol hotels, motor courts, 
tourist homes and certain housing 
accommodations: This was brought 
about by an amendment to the 
rent regulations, which previously 
set the deadline for filing appli- 
cations on July 31.

For 11 weeks 
the paper was issued Tirst at 
Muskogee, Okla. and then at 
Tulsa before operations were re- 
sumed in Springfield, where a 
composing room and pressroom 
was set up in a paper storage 
warehouse that escaped the fire. 


T. W. Duvall, president, said the 
company had offered to submit 
the wage dispute to arbitration 
and that the union had refused.

Meet the Housing Hog 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

If those who are circulating petitions 
for city rent control could have been a 
landlord the past 30 days, they would 
have found these things actually taking 
place: 

1. Large hotel rooms occupied the 
past five years by one person now being 


used by two persons, opening additional 


rooms in the same building. Those not 
wishing to share a hotel room checking 
out and returning to their parents 
home, using the spare bedroom that has 
been vacant these past few years be- 
cause son or daughter preferred living 
in a hotel. 0 

2. In an apartment building offering 
the approved lease with 15 per cent in- 
creases, six out of 10 tenants occupying 
large apartments took their increases 
but asked to be moved to smaller quar- 
ters. These were man and wife occupy- 
ing units that would accommodate four 
persons. They enjoyed the unused space 
because they were paying such low 
rental. This will make available to a 
man, wife and two children space that 
has been used selfishly by two persons 
the past five years. 

3. In an apartment-hotel building of 
150 units there are 12 apartments rented 
to one man each and 11 apartments to 
one woman each. Some of these occu- 
pants own homes in other cities which 
are being rented furnished and the in- 
come from these homes enables them to 
live in St. Louls. Some of these apart- 
ments are only used on weekends when 
trips are made to the city.

These 
persons will continue to usurp this 
space belonging to some soldier and his 
famjly as long as the rentals remain 
at the 1942 rate. 

The landlord would adjust these situ- 
ations if given the opportunity, and 
those who are working so strongly to 
hold these people at their present, low 
rates are keeping hundreds of apart- 
ments rented to one and two persons 
that normally would be used by families 
of four, Why can't they see this?

Russia's Broken Pledges 


It would require incurable hopefulness in the 
face of chronic hopelessness to expect anything 
out of negotiations with Russia over Korea, now 
that the second conference at Seoul has col- 
lapsed. 

Regardless of the Russians’ solemn pledge in 
the Potsdam Declaration that they favored re- 
unification of Korea, they do not favor it. Re- 


gardless of their agreement with Secretary Mar- 


shall in May that they would not allow the ques- 
tion of Korean political representation to dead- 
lock the discussions again, they have scuttled the 
Seoul talks over precisely that point. How is it 
possible to reach agreement with a country 
whose word crumbles the moment it is put to 
the test? 

In signing the Potsdam Declaration two years 
ago, Russia made itself a party to the earlier 
affirmation by the United States, England and 
China that “mindful of the enslavement of the 
people of Korea” they were “determined that in 
due course Korea shall become free and inde- 
pendent.” 

On Jan. 15, 1946, representatives of the United 
States and Russia met at Seoul to put their 
pledge into effect. The first step was to reurfify 


Korea, which had been divided into two parts 


as a military measure before its liberation, the 
Russians taking the northern half and the 
United States the southern. The first Seoul con- 
ference dragged on for nearly five months, ut- 
terly frustrated by Russia’s refusal to allow any 
Korean political party except the Communist to 
have any say in the organization of the new gov- 


ernment. 


When Secretary Marshall went to the Moscow 
conference of foreign ministers in March and 
April of this year, he talked with Soviet Foreign 
Minister Molotov about resuming the Korea con- 
ference. Afterward Mr. Marshall sent a note to 
Mr. Molotov, in which he said that “in order to 
avoid any future misunderstanding” he wanted 
it clearly understood in advance that all Korean 
political groups would be consulted, 


How could anything be plainer? Secretary 
Marshall's stipulation was that the Soviets would 
have to abandon the demand that wrecked the 
first conference or there wouldn't be any second 
conference, Did Mr. Molotov agree to do so? 
Mr. Molotov replied that he agreed. 

We said at that time: “If the conferees do not 
now understand each other, beyond argument, 
on this point, words no longer suffice. ...” For 
two and half months the United States’ repre- 
sentatives have been negotiating with the Rus- 
sian representatives at Seoul, and the confer- 
ence has broken down over the very point which 
Molotov promised Marshall would not be brought 
up again.

That is reason- 
able, because the present controlled terms only 
reflect sound business policy. Prudent business 
men will try to follow his advice. It is wasted,

don prudence—and their competition may force 
better men to follow them: 

Therefore, the outcome depends mostly on 
how well Mr. Truman’s plea for self-restraint by 
buyers is observed. At present prices, consumers 
are foolish to expand their installment debts 
beyond genuine necessity. Irresponsible buying 
undermines the country’s economic security and 
will come to roost on the buyer’s own rooftree..

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No Monopoly of Science 


The need for science and the necessity for 


supporting it are so evident that President Tru- 


man’s veto of the National Science Foundation 
bill may seem a little startling. Yet this was a 
bad measure, well vetoed. 

This is evident if one contrasts the vetoed 
measure with the bill which the Administration 
sponsored last year to unify government aid to 
Private research. That measure provided for 
direct government control of the agency; for aid 
to social as well as physical science; and for a 
uniform patent provision safeguarding the gov- 


ernment's equity in research paid for by the 


United States Treasury. 
None of these things was provided for in the 


bill the President has vetoed. Private firms 


working with government funds would have had 
sole patent rights to all processes developed; or 
at least this has been the practice of the Office 
of Scientific Research and Development and of 
the Army and Navy, whose scientists backed the 
bill. 

Senator Kilgore and others have pointed out 
the injustice of this practice. They insist that 
the fruits of government-financed experiments 
must be made equally available to big business 
and little. Unless this is the policy, the tendency 
of business to aggregate into huge monopolies is 
encouraged by government subsidy. 

In his veto, President Truman stressed that, 
although this agency would have been govern- 
ment-financed, it would have been twice re- 
moved from executive control. The bill called 
for a 24-man committee to be named by the 
President, which would have named a nine- 
member executive committee, which would have 
named the director, Mr. Truman said: 

Thus, an officer who is not appointed by 
the President and not responsible to him, 
would be the man primarily charged with 
the performance of functions which are 
peculiarly in the scope of the President's 
duties. 

Senator Fulbright had charged that under this 
bill government aid would go chiefly to a hand- 
ful of heavily endowed private universities, par- 
ticularly Harvard, Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, Princeton and the University of 
Chicago. On this ground, it had been called the 
“Ivy League Bill.” 

Certainly the funds should not be dissipated 
among 48 state universities, but there should be 
a presumption of fair treatment of any univer- 
sity with a brilliant scientific staff in any field.

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Dangerous Contrasts 

If America pursues its present course, says 
Lt. Gen. Ira Eaker, it will be involved in a third 
world war, and we won't be on the winning 
side.” This is a calculated judgment by a mili- 
tary authority of 30 years’ experience. It is also 
a study in contrasts. 

A few days ago Russia paraded its new air 
forces in Masses over Moscow. About the same 


time America had to scrape to line up 100 B-29s . 
| for a mass flight. 


The Russians turned out fast new jet-planes, 
one a bomber with an astonishing range. Con- 
gress has left our Air Forces just enough money 
so aircraft plants can produce at about half the 
speed required for security. 

Congress also chopped the Air Forces funds in 
1939—but then America had friends who could 
stave off the enemy while we made up our 
minds to prepare. Next time, Gen. Eaker says, 
there may be “a short, sharp paralyzing. bom- 
bardment,” followed by air invasion, and “fewer 
than 300,000 men could descend under silk and 
take this country.” 

The facts are that the nation has only three 
Army and two Marine divisions at home any- 
where near real strength, and Gen. H. H. Arnold 
recently said our Air Forces could put up only 
a “token resistance” to lightning attack. 

It’s a portrait of a big sprawling country, but 
a fat soft country, rich enough to be envied and 
foolish enough to open itself wide to sudden de- 
struction. 

Gen. Eaker’s words should shake Congress out 
of its doldrums and jolt the nation out of its 
fantasy that it is perfectly safe. 
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Highly Significant

One Road Plan for One State

Missouri highway program lags and rural road system needs im- 
provement, yet pressure groups brawl over share of road funds, 
editorial notes; says key is increased gas tax and unified state road 
system; warns against letting special interests dip into new revenue. 


From the Kansas City Times 


Vacationists traveling across the country 
can tell you that Missouri highways are 
falling behind those of other more popu- 
lous states. 


During the rains last June, any farmer 
who lived a mile or two from a hard- 
surface road could tell you Missouri needs 
many thousands of miles of local, gravel 
roads. People who live in cities, large 
or small, know that Missouri cities need 
much better streets. 


The most logical means of solving all 
three of these problems is the gasoline tax. 
If all types of roads and streets are to, get 
a share of their sustenance from one spot, 
it is high time their sponsors get together 
and plan a unified, over-all program, 


One unified system for one state! Until 
that is done, the fellow who dips too deep 
in the pot will hurt everyone else. 


What we have in Missouri today is a 
brawl among the supporters of various 
types of roads and streets and indifference 
from most of the people. Obviously noth- 
ing will be accomplished that way. 


When Nobody Can Win 


If we are to have a single program, the 
various interests should unite before next 
January, when the Legislature reconvenes. 
A resolution to bid for county roads at the 
expense of everything else is waiting. If 
the House follows the Senate lead and ap- 
proves it, the brawl will be carried to the 
people. 

If such a one-sided road measure is subd- 
mitted to the voters, probably it will lose. 
But nobody wins. 

The Citizens’ Road Association that has 
worked for good highways these many 
years came out with a formal attack on the 
one-sided county road movement. The issue 
was forced. The association had no choice. 


At the time Hugh Stephens, one of the 


most distinguished road leaders of Mis- 
souri, resigned as head of the association, 
apparently in the hope that new personali- 
ties would have a better chance of getting 
various groups together for a unified, con- 
structive program. We hope he is right, 
but it will be hard to find another good 
roads leader to equal him. 


At least all groups are obligated to make 
a quick effort to get together. Reasonable 
people should be able to join to look at the 


whole state instead of their own special in- 


terests. 


“Divide It Up Sensibly” 


The Missouri Farmers’ Association spon- 
sored a survey that shows the county road 
needs. The association is pushing its plan 
(with the help of the big oil companies) to 
get exactly what it wants in a hurry, no 
matter what happens to everybody else. 
The oil company interest is to deny the 
cities the right to gasoline taxes, one part 


of this county road plan—a boost for one 


group, a slap at another. 


But no one group can have all it wants 
in such a hurry. If county roads, highways 
and city streets are all to depend on the 
gasoline tax, somebody had better decide 
how much the gasoline tax source will 
stand. Then, divide it up sensibly to push 
all types of road and street building as 
fast as possible. 


Suppose the persons interested only in 
main highways demanded a tax to accom- 
plish quickly all that the highway system 
needs. Given the votes they could impose 
such a high gasoline tax that all other 
streets and roads would suffer. 


If the people should start voting for each 
pressure group as it comes along, Missouri 
would wind up with a gasoline tax as high 
as the Arkansas tax. And we might not 
have much more to show for it in roads.

Between Book Ends 


Doom Set in Mexico 


THE STONE KNIFE, by (Reynal & 
Hitchcock, New York.) 


Betty Kirk in Saturday Review of Literature 


A purely private speculation that I have 
entertained for some years is that events 
and movements occurring in Mexico fore- 
cast the shape of things to come elsewhere. 
Without digressing into the reasons for 
this belief, I have often found its applica- 
tion valid. If we can, accordingly, accept 
the prophetic dynamism found there as a 
measuring rod, three novels recently gen- 
erated by the Mexican earth present an 
ominous forecast of man’s fate. 

The first and most notable is Malcolm 
Lowry’s “Under the Volcano.” Written by 
an Englishman, its characters are interna- 
tional, its setting is Mexico, and its story 
is of modern man’s self-destruction, 

; * * 7 

The second is by an American, Gilbert 
Neiman, who stages the battle of demo- 
cratic versus fascist man against the back- 
drop of Mexico. In Mr. Neiman’s melo- 
dramatic tale, “There Is a Tyrant in Every 
Country,” modern man is again defeated. 

The last book in the fateful trilogy is 
written of Mexicans by a Mexican, and its 
theme is the most despairing of all. 

Published in English as “The Stone 
Knife” and in Spanish as “Human Grief,” 
it is written in the Spanish, rather than 
the English, tradition of the novel. Each 
character is symbolic, rather than individ- 
ualistic, and its motivation derives from 
the conflict of thoughts, not actions. Thus 
the hero is named “Natividad” or “Birth.” 

The central theme is that Natividad can 
be destroyed only by betrayal, The tragedy 
is that not only he, but all those about him 
—the weak and the strong, the good and 
the bad—are so destroyed. In the somber 
finale of the struggle of Man vs. Man, there 
remain only fat vultures upon the horizon.

This is a thorough treatise on a per- 
sistently popular subject, about which 
numerous persons are now telling all. But 
the two authors of this volume have special 
qualifications in the field. James Oneal 
was for many years editor of the New 
Leader, which makes exposing Communism 
its chief business, and Dr. Werner is a 
professor of Russian history. 

Between them they manage a diligent 
pursuit of all the innumerable twists in 
the Communist party line, and their ani- 
mosity toward the subject is just as dili- 
gent. However, their hatred of totalitarian- 
ism leads them to compare Communism 
with Nazism. The two dogmas are not 
the same, and a thorough understanding of 
their differences is just as necessary as 
repugnance in opposing the Kremlin’s 
ideology. 

In the end, the writers place their hope 
in America's mixed economy. They be- 
lieve in it, and in its unlimited possibili- 
ties for peaceful change. There, they 
think, is the best answer to Communism.

The ‘New Sea.’ 


The aviation industry is one 
place where new ideas should be 
welcome. In 25 years it has grown 
up from nothing. Yet there seems 
to be a strong desire to scale it 
down to the restricted, monopoly 
pattern. 


Not long ago, another young 
man appeared before a Senate 
committee with a new and bold 
idea. That was Lt. Comdr. Lang- 
don P. Marvin Jr., who, out of his 
experience with the Naval Air 
Transport Service during the war 
and his researches since then, has 
become an authority on air cargo. 
Young Marvin talks about the 
“new sea” and its vast potentiali- 
ties for freight. 


Appearing as a private citizen 
before an aviation subcommittee, 
he testified that his estimates 
showed 3.000.000 pounds of air 
cargo could be carried on a profit- 
making basis across the Pacific 
each year. Marvin estimated that 
this would bring in $2,600,000 in 
revenue for the airline, or airlines. 
carrying the cargo. He based this 
on a careful commodity-by- 
commodity study, 


* 


Contrasting Estimates. 


His estimates are in contrast to 
those which Pan American Air- 
ways furnished the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board, In arguing against 
granting a certificate of operation 
to another airline, Pan American 
estimated that only 152,000 pounds 
of air cargo a year could be trans- 
ported on the same route. 


“I believe,” Marvin said, “that 
if the airlines which have been 
granted international certificates 
by the Government devoted as 
much study, time and effort to 
cargo as they have done during 
the past many years to passengers, 
they would discover for them- 
selves that there is perhaps twice 
as much business to be had in 
the international field as they now 
anticipate.” 


The Wartime Record. 


Airline thinking, it would seem, 
is in terms of the past rather than 
the future. It takes boldness and 
imagination to project fleets of 
cargo planes across the new sea. 
That happened, as Marvin pointed 
out, during the war. In fact, the 
war could not have been won with- 
out the fleets of Army and Navy 
cargo planes that brought rare 
materials from the four corners 
of the earth. This was particu- 
larly true of the vital radar and 
radio program. The Army Air 
Transport Command and the 
Naval Air Transport Service car- 
ried millions of pounds of mica, 
quartz crystals, tantalite and 
other strategic raw materials from 
India and Brazil. 

The customary answer is: Well, 
of course, that was done on a cost- 
plus basis at Government expense. 
But the figures that Marvin and 
others have compiled show that a 
similar air-cargo operation is prac- 
ticable in peacetime at a profit. 


Fixed for Scarcity? 


A realistic examination of air- 
cargo rates, both within the coun- 
try and on the international 
routes, would probably show that 
they are too high. They are fixed 
for scarcity instead of expansion. 

We must understand that this 
counts for more than mere profit 
and loss. A healthy airplane man- 
ufacturing industry is essential to 
nationa] security. As young Mar- 
vin pointed out in his testimony, 
a fleet of cargo planes for peace- 
time use could be converted 
almost overnight to carry wartime 
cargoes, The same cannot be said 
for passenger planes. 

The young are often brash and 
foolish, They are given to taking 
risks that often trip them up, but 
by taking such risks this country 
has become great.

TRYGVE LIE ASKS 
FOR $39,403,702 
TORUN U.N. YEAR 


Budget Submitted to Gen- 
eral Assembly — Scales 


Yet Fixed. 


LAKE SUCCESS, Aug. 9 (AP)— 
Secretary General Trygve Lie 
asked the 5-nation general assem- 
bly yesterday for $39,403,782 to run 
the United Nations next year. The 
1947 figure was $27,740,000. 

Submitting the annual budget 
for approval, Lie attributed the 
rise to increased wages and sal- 
aries, financing of such new 
bodies as the economic commis- 
sions for Europe and for Asia and 
oe Far East, and general expan- 
Sion. i 

Contribution ‘scales for the 55 
governments have not been decid- 
ed for 1948 as yet. Under the 1947 
quota system assessments ranged 
from 39.89 per cent for the United 
States down to .04 per cent for 
seven of the smallest nations. 

Britain, Russia, China. 

Britain paid 11.48 per cent, Rus- 
sia 6.34 and France and China 6.0. 

Contribution figures were deter- 
mined principally by ability tc 


pay. 

The United States served notice 
last year that it would pay no 
more than one-third in 1948 and 
allocation of the costs ‘was ex- 
pected to set off a series of de- 
bates in the September. assembly 
meeting. 

Byron Price, assistant secretary 
general in charge of financial af- 
fairs, cautioned newsmen in a 
Separate statement that the 
budget figures had been drawn 
up several months ago and might 
be changed by economy moves 
now under consideration or by 
emergency demands arising from 
handling such cases as that of 
Indonesia. 

Price estimated, however, that 
the budget in its final form would 
be lower. Some U.N. officials 
said they believed the total might 
be slashed as much as $4,000,000. 
In an attempt to put a check on 
spending, Lie suggested that any 
expenditures not specifically pro- 
vided for in the approved budget 
be held up unless they were of an 
emergency nature. 

Delegates Responsible. 
In his report Lie brought to 
the attention of the governments 
that delegates themselves were 
responsible for the rising costs. 
“There may be differences of 
opinion as to whether some of 
the organs of the United Nations 
are undertaking too much too 
soon in fields of doubtful urgency,” 
he said. “That is for the member 
governments to decide. 
“There can be no difference of 
opinion, however, regarding the 
resultant budgetary implications. 
If the governments of the member 
states are to continue the multi- 
plication of activities on the pres- 
ent pattern, by the action of their 
representatives in the General As- 
sembly, the councils’ and the com- 
mittees, they must be prepared 
also to make adequate provision 
for paying the costs.” 

Salaries and Wages. 
Lie said the biggest item in the 
increased budget was $5,600,000 
more for salaries and wages to 
staff members. Lie now has ap- 
proximately 3000 employes with 
pay ranging from his own $20,000 
(plus $20,000 expenses) annually, 
down to $1580. All U.N. wages 
and salaries are tax free. 
The secretary-general also asked 
that the ‘working capital fund, 
which is outside the budgetary 
assessments, be maintained at its 
present level of $20,000,000. From 
this he requested the right to hold 
$2,000,000 for unforeseen expendi- 
tures and another $1,000,000 for 
any emergencies in the three coun- 
cils—security, trusteeship and eco- 
nomic and social. 
One item in the budget called 
for $150,000 for the administration 
of the free territory of Trieste. 
Under the Italian peace treaty, 
still not ratified by Moscow, the 
Security Council is charged with 
maintaining the independence and 
integrity of the territory and must 
pay a governor and his staff. So 
far the Council has been unable 
to agree on a governor, 

Lie estimated that the U.N. rev- 
enue for 1948 would be $450,727, 
being made up principally of pro- 
ceeds from the sale of documents 
and equipment and reimbursement 
for the loan of employes to other 
international agencies. 


HARPER PROBABLY WILL BE 
SWORN IN AS JUDGE MONDAY 


Roy W. Harper of Caruthers- 
ville, newly - appointed United 
States District Judge, visited the 
Federal Building today and gave 
his commission to James J. O’Con- 
nor, clerk of the courts. Harper 
probably will be sworn in Monday 
by Judge Richard M, Duncan. 

Harper resigned yesterday as 
chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee. He received a recess 
appointment from President Tru- 
man as federal judge in the two 
Missouri districts, succeeding 
Johnn Caskie Collet, who was ap- 
pointed to the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals. Harper will 
“roving” judge in the 
Missouri courts until his appoint- 
ment is confirmed or rejected by 
the Senate next year. 

He said he and his wife, at 
present on a vacation in Minne- 
sota, would live at Hotel Jeffer- 
son temporarily. President Tru- 
man said Thursday he would re- 
submit the Harper appointment 
to the Senate in January. It was 
first sent in July 10. The Senate 
adjourned without a report on the 
nomination.

loading or unloading of ammonium 
nitrate in populated areas by any- 
one except the Army. f 
The Army has issued strict new 
regulations for its handling of the 
explosive fertilizer which caused 
the Texas City (Tex.) explosion 
last spring. 
The Coast Guard order, an- 
nounced yesterday, applies to all 
ammonium nitrate in amounts of 
more than 500 pounds. Before 
shipping the substance, a Coast 
Guard permit is needed. 
The new regulations of the 
Army, which ships the fertilizer to 
occupied areas, require a continu- 
ous fire watch on ships during 
loading. These regulations apply 
only to Army transports or ships 
under contract to the Army. 


U.S., BRITISH PRESS ATTACHES 
ADMITTED TO PETKOV TRIAL 


SOFIA, Aug. 9 (UP)—Official 
American and British press at- 
taches have been admitted for the 
first time to the trial of Nikola 
Petkov, accused of plotting to 
overthrow the Communist - domi- 
nated Government of Bulgaria. 

The Bulgarian Foreign Office 
continued to refuse admission to 
“political representatives” on the 
ground it “would be in derogation 
of the nation’s sovereignty.” 

The Bulgarian press and radio 
reached new peaks of passion as 
they denounced Petkov’s “crim- 
inal activities.” The trial was ex- 
pected to last another week. The 
defense has not begun to present 
its case.

Black Market Luxury in German 
‘Riviera’ as Others Go Hungry 


HAMBURG, Germany, Aug. 9 
(AP) — German authorities dis- 
closed today that wide-scale police 
raids on the “Gérman Riviera” 
had trapped many Germans living 
in black market luxury in sharp 
contrast to their hungry country: 
men. 


The raiders conducted simul- 
taneous surprise swoops Thursday 
night on lavish hotels, night clubs 
and cafes in the spa town of Tim- 
mendorf on the Baltic sea and 
Westerland on the North Sea. 

Police said that, behind dark- 
ened windows in one hotel, they 


found a night club decorated in 


the finest of silks and leather. 

Waiters were found to possess 
as much as 17,000 marks each 
($1700) and none had any bills 
smaller than 50 marks ($5), the 
police reported, 


Average prices, the police said, 
were 500 marks ($50) for a bottle 
of champagne and 50 ($5) for five 
foreign cigarettes. 

As an example of luxury in the 
midst of Germany’s ruins, one 
Timmendorf place specified that 
guests must not only wear formal 
attire but that the men wear white 
dinner jackets with black trousers, 
the police said.

BATAVIA, Aug. 9 (AP) — The! Me 


Dutch army said today that 300 
armed Indonesian republicans had 
attacked a Dutch outpost near 
Soeraba ja, and others had at- 
tempted infiltrations elsewhere in 
Java despite a cease-fire order 
which went into effect last Mon- 
day midnight. Indonesian offi- 
cials charged the Dutch with con- 
tinuing military operations “on all 
fronts.” 

The Dutch communique reported 
the attack in the Soerabaja area 
was repulsed, On the north cen- 
tral front, near Semarang, Dutch 
artillery replied to Indonesian fire 
shot for shot, the communique 
said. The Dutch said they have 
suffered 13 killed, 32 wounded and 
one missing in Indonesian truce 
Violations since the cease fire or- 
der went into effect. 

In addition, the Dutch reported, 
the Indonesians were continuing 
scorched earth tactics around Se- 
marang, on the north central 
coast of Java, where estates were 
reported ablaze. 

Indonesian Premier Amir Sjari- 
foeddin said in a broadcast from 
the republican capital of Jogga- 
karta that Dutch reports of In- 
donesian actions against Chinese 
were “propaganda to justify their 
own actions,” 

President Soekarno, in an in- 
terview at Joggakarta, asked the 
American people to support the 
republic’s demands for a with- 
drawal of Dutch troops from In- 
donesia. In written replies to 
questions submitted to him, he 
asserted that the Dutch military 
units were “armed by the United 
States to fight the Japanese and 
not to fight the Indonesians in 
an all-out colonial war.” 

“Americans also fought for 
their freedom,” Soekarno said. “In 
the last World War Americans 
were champions of liberty and 
democracy. We Indonesians for 
40 years have been struggling for 
freedom and democracy. We ap- 
peal to the American people to 
follow our struggle with sympa- 
thetic interest.”

The Army agents in their in- 
vestigation have encountered a 
maze of intrigue involving for- 
tune tellers, characters from the 
Berlin underworld and persons of 
six nationalities, including an un- 
identified American civilian in 
whose house Ferdinand—with his 
trunk—was a guest for a short 
period, 

Here is the story, as related by 
the agents: 

The 34-year-old Ferdinand, who 
resided part of the time in the 
United States sector of Berlin, 
came to the attention of police 
earlier this year when it became 
known he had sold a _ necklace 
worth 1,200,000 reichsmarks ($120,- 
000 at the military rate of ex- 
change). This necklace, investiga- 


tors were told, had been brought 


to him from his mother by the 
woman emissary. 

During June, the young woman 
told authorities, she made another 
trip to Frankfurt to visit Her- 
mine. This time she said she 
brought back the valise filled with 
jewels which she took to Ferdi- 
nand. Ferdinand, she_ related, 
placed the gems in a large trunk 
given him by his American friend. 

“He locked the trunk and made 
certain that he always carried on 
his person the two keys that fit 
the lock,” she said. “They were 
tied on a single string.” 

Fear of Russian Agents. 

Shortly after this, investigators 
said, the Prince thought he was 
being shadowed by Russian agents, 
To throw them off the track he 
decided to change his residence 
frequently by making short visits 
with friends. Wherever he went 
he carried the 
trunk. 

One day, on returning to his 
lodgings, Ferdinand told police, 
he discovered that valuable parts 
of his treatsure had disappeared, 
along with 75,000 reichsmarks 
(about $7500). 

Glancing at the string on which 
he always kept the keys he saw 
that one was missing. The Prince 
sought his American friend for 
advice and the latter told him to 
call the police. 

The investigators said that when 
they were called in they found 
the remaining jewels partly in the 
over-turned trunk and partly ina 
small suitcase on the table in the 
Prince's room. To keep them safe 
they took them into custody and 
they are now in an American- 
guarded respository at Frankfurt- 
on-Main to await disposition of 
Hermine's estate. 

Police said that since they were 
called In about six weeks ago they 
have questioned scores of people, 
including Ferdinand’s former wife, 
singer Rosa Rauch, with whom

U.S, STEPS INTO 19-DAY STRIKE 
AT MURRAY CORP. DETROIT 


DETROIT, Aug. 9 (AP) — The 
Federal Conciliation Service has 
intervened in the 19-day-old Mur- 
ray Corp. of America strike, which 
is blamed for the idleness of 72,- 
000 automobile workers. 

The federal agency set up a 
three-member hearing panel yes- 
terday to make recommendations 
to end the dispute. At issue was 
the CIO United Auto Workers’ de- 
mand for contract provisions to 
exempt the union from financial 
liability under the Taft-Hartley la- 
bor law.

A congressional committee trained 
inquisitive eyes on the State De- 
partment today to determine if it 
is trying to “sell” the Marshall 
plan for European aid to the pub- 
lic and Congress. 

Frank T. Bow, counsel for the 
House expenditures subcommittee 
which is investigating propaganda 
by federal agencies, disclosed to 
reporters that Chairman Harness 
(Rep.), Indiana, has issued spe- 
cial instruetions to watch the 
State Department. 

Bow said the department's news 
releases and other publicity ma- 
terial are being studied to detect 
any effort to exert pressure on 
Congress for legislation to imple- 
ment the program.

Since then failure of the 
department to, act has become a 
national issue, with United States 
Senator James P. Kem leading the 
move for investigation of the de- 
partment’s failure.

The International Shoe Co.'s 
new sole-making plant at Ste. 
Genevieve, Mo., will be closed be- 
cause of failure of cutters at the 
plant to meet production sched- 
ules. The company contended, in 
a notice distributed to employes 
yesterday, that the cutters were 


“deliberately restricting their daily 
production.” 


Asserting that efforts to stop 
the alleged “slow down” were un- 


successful, the company said it 
had no alternative but to close 
the plant. 


“It has become perfectly clear 
that a planned limitation of pro- 
duction had been instigated and 
was being enforced by a com- 
paratively small group of em- 
ployes,” the announcement said. 

Terms Action a Lockout. 

David Wilson, regional director 
of the CIO United Shoe Workers 
of America, denied the company’s 
assertion, and termed the action 
a lockout. 
He said production schedules at 
the Ste. Genevieve plant required 
about one-third more work by 
‘cutters there than cutters in St. 
Louis plants perform, and that 
pay in Ste. Genevieve was 20 to 
25 per cent below that paid in 
St. Louis. Production was slow 
when the plant was opened last 
winter, he said, but has been ac- 
celerating as the workers 2 ‘red 
more experience. 

Wilson said each 2 in In- 
ternational Shoe's St. Louis plants 
makes an average of 223 soles 
each day, but that at Ste. Gene- 
vieve cutters were expected to 
average 333 soles a day. 

Company Statement. 


L. B. Brown, company indus- 
trial relations director, said pro- 
duction schedules at Ste. Gene- 
vieve ranged from about 200 to 
333 soles a cutter a day. Wage 
scales there are 10 to 15 per cent 
less than in St. Louis, he said. He 
contended that production sched- 
ules and wage scales at Ste. Gene- 
vieve are about the same as at 
other company plants in small 
towns in Missouri and Illinois. 

The Ste. Genevieve workers, 
members of Local 71 of the union, 
earn from 57% cents to §111% 
an hour for a 40-hour week, 
Brown said. 

The cutting department of the 
plant will be closed next Friday, 
the company announcement said, 
and other departments will be 
closed as they run out of work. 
About 100 persons are employed 
at Ste. Genevieve, but the com- 
pany had planned to employ about 
250 workers there. 

The plant was opened after the 
Ste. Genevieve Chamber of Com- 
merce had raised more than $90,- 
000 to help construct the building 
for International Shoe. The com- 
pany has a five-year lease on the 
plant,

“I have no secrets from Alfred,” says Mrs. W. “A marriage 
wouldn't amount to much if it weren't founded on complete 
honesty. We share everything. 

Mrs. E. takes a different view: “I think it would be 
awfully childish to tell your husband everything you know. 
After all, a wife is still a person. She's entitled to some 
privacy. There are a lot of things Ed wouldn't understand. 
What men don’t know won't hurt them!” 
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SOME WIVES don’t find it easy to decide. Mrs. H. brings 
up a case: |

. THERE WAS a little item, in 
the answer which Senator Owen 
Brewster made to Howard 
Hughes's open letter, which 
seemed a little strange to me, The 
Senator said that he had not sug- 
te any plane trip, but as Mr. 
ughes wished to see him, Mr. 
Hughes had suggested that he 
would take him by plane to fill his 
engagements and return him by 
plane. That was a perfectly un- 
derstandable explanation. 


But in ‘the next sentence, the 
Senator said that Mr. Hughes had 
asked for a particular hostess to 
accompany him and she had re- 
fused, Later, the Senator claimed, 
when this hostess returned with 
him by plane and Mr. Hughes was 
not on board, she confided that 
she would be afraid to take a trip 
alone on a plane with Mr. Hughes. 
(Editor’s note: The hostess has 
since been quoted as denying this). 
Of course, the Senator may have 
been misquoted, but as yet I have 


seen no counter-statement from 
him. Thus he brought into the 
question, which should be a pure- 
ly factual investigation, a sugges- 
tion of a personal character which 
seems slightly out of place. 

I have barely met Mr. Hughes 
but I know well that his reputa- 
tion is not one of frightening 
hostesses on planes. In fact, he is 
supposed to be a very shy and re- 
tiring gentleman where ladies are 
concerned, And the Senator seems 
to forget that no hostess is alone 
on a plane. There is always a 
crew on board who, if the need 
arose, could be reached. 


I HAVE a distaste for mixing 
questions of public life with pri- 
vate life. And I think that this 
particular little tale might well 
have been left out, since it con- 
tributes nothing to the pertinent 
facts and since the Senator him- 
self has complained that other 

roups have tried to draw the at- 
ention away from those facts— 
tactics which, of course, should 
not be allowed on either side. 


I remember a case some years 
ago where the Senator was much 
interested in the personal side of 
a question, rather than in its pub- 
lic effect, and it seems to me that, 
unless a personal situation has a 
direct bearing upon a public ques- 
tion, it is not wise for a man to 
drag. it in. 


Baked Veal Cutlets 


One pound veal cutlet, one-

The 
reason for working fast is to get 
the dough rolled up and sliced 
before it becomes too wet to 
handle neatly, Putting most of 
the cherries with juice and sugar 
in baking dish before putting in 
pinwheels provides delicious sauce 
and cooks without-an extra pan. 
Red Cherry Pinwheels. 

Two cups ‘all-purpose flower, 
three teaspoons baking powder, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-third 
cup shortening, three-fourths cup 
milk, two tablespoons softened 
butter, one and one-half quarts 
sour red cherries, one to one and 
one-fourth cups sugar, one cup 
whipping cream, few drops al- 
mond extract. 

Soak cherries in water to cover 
30 minutes. Stem, pit, place in a 
colander over a bowl to drain. 
Grease a glass 6xl0x2inch baking 
dish. Make a rich biscuit dough 
of the first five ingredients, Roll 
out into rectangular shepe about 
9x12 inches. Quickly spread on 
softened butter, then sprinkle 
three-fourths cup of the drained 
cherries over biscuit dough, then 
sift on about one-third cup of the 
sugar, Quickly roll up, beginning 
at the short edge, seal edges, and 
cut into eight equal slices. Have 
the rest of the cherries, the juice 
and the sugar mixed and turned 
into the baking dish, and quickly 
place the pinwheels equal dis- 
tances apart over the fruit. Bake 
in a hot oven (425 degrees F.) 
until biscuits are golden brown 
and cherries are tender—from 25 
to 30 minutes. Remove to a cake 
rack to cool to lukewarm for serv- 
ing. Have chilled cream whipped 
until stiff, sweetened, with a few 
drops of the extract added to suit 
your taste, Serves four to five.
